The two 
bovs have been quite intimate for a long time, 
and when the prospective insurance agent was

with his friend. Both lads liave been reading 
dime story books for years past, and have been 
contemplating an attempt to build a real live 
story around themselves. The two lads have 
talked together about the wild west stories and 
the stories lecated in the great metropolis un- 
til both have become thoroughly satisfied that 
there was a bright future for them provided 
they could get away from Atlanta. 

Several months ago they decided to leave 
the sunuy south and try conclusions with for- 
tune somewhere else. The young grocer saw 
his way Clear as treasurer for the party, and 
some time ago began saving money. During 
the time he was accumulating money by saving 
his wages, the boys decided to make first for 
New York, and from that point hunt a further 
location.
